DETAILED ACTION 
REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior 
art discloses an apparatus for securement of a low profile generator to large 
vehicles having a frame, entry doors, the apparatus functioning as a step when 
mounted on a frame and the apparatus having an integral engine/generator fixed in 
the enclosure with a liquid cooled combustion engine connected to the generator. 
However, the prior art fails to disclose, in combination with the invention the 
improvements of having an engine/generator being placed by a thin vertical planar 
bracket and having isolation mounts to reduce vibration and having the liquid 
cooled engine with a radiator and an associated fan and the radiator and fan being 
mounted on a vertical wall outside the enclosure.
